AN IMPORTANT CASE. 


THE PRIVY COUNCIL TO DECIDS A8 TO THE 
POWARS OF LIBU.-GOVERNORS. 


‘St. John, N. B., Dec. 20—The Mari- 
time Bank liquidators have been grant 
ed leave to appeal to the privy council 
against the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Canada in respeet to the claim 
of the provinsial government on the 
Maritime Bank. The province claims 
priority over other creditors for $35,- 
000 deposited with the bank before ite 
suspension. The claim ~as for prior- 
ity over both noteholders and other 
creditors, and was sustained by the 
Supreme Court of Newbrunswick.
